peOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The Summer term was taught by Mrs W. D. Holt, whose firm, 
but gentle control in the school room, united with an earnest 
effort to awaken among her pupils an interest in their studies, to- 
gether with a rigid enforcement of the utmost thoroughness, were 
rewarded with great success. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Lizzie M. Hadley, of 
Sharon. 

It is to be hoped that the town of Temple may have, at no very 
distant day, the benefit of, at least, one graded school. If this 
system is not practicable at present, an approximation thereto 
may be attained by a method practiced in many of the smaller 
New England towns which are foremost in providing educational 
facilities. This consists in giving to the centre District two Sum- 
mer terms for the benefit chiefly of the less advanced pupils, and 
then, in addition, having a thire winter term chiefly for the bene- 
fit of all the advanced pupils of the town, under the instruction of 
a teacher abundantly qualified for the purpose. 

A class of advanced pupils in an ordinary, ungraded school, may 
take fully one-half of the teachers time and deprive all the other 
pupils of a corresponding amount of time sorely needed for their 
progress, and this result may be necessary and unavoidable be- 
cause the larger part, if not all, of these advanced pupils have only 
this one winter term given them for schooling, and their teacher 
should spare no pains in giving them the utmost possible benefit 
of it. 
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This consideration was forced upon the Superintendent at the 
closing of the winter term of District No. 1. The teacher was 
experienced and capable and labored faithfully in the discharge of 
her duties, but owing to the great number, and variety of recita- 
tions, had more than her hands full and found it well nigh impos- 
sible to do justice to all. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Both Summer and Winter terms were taught by Miss Clintie 
A. Burton of Temple. 

It is impossible to speak of the management of this school ex- 
cept in terms of unqualified praise. The perfect order and the re- 
markable promptness in recitation were very noticeable. ‘This, 
and the eager interest and thoroughness in their studies exhibited 
by the pupils proved conclusively two things: That this District 
has an acquisition in their teacher and that she deserves a wider 
field for usefulness. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Emma R. Holt ot 
Wilton, who failed to sustain the reputation previously obtained 
as teacher in District No. 4. 7 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Hattie R. Ferrin. Un- 
der her control good order was established and her pupils made 
commendable progress. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Both Summer and Winter terms were taught by Miss Cora M. 
Holt of Wilton, who succeeded in awakening a considerable de- 
gree of interest among her pupils in their studies and by the most 
pains taking efforts obtained general approval and a fair degree of 
success.

DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Both Summer and Winter terms were taught by Miss Flora J. 
Tubbs of Peterboro. 

Aided by an experience of several years of successful teaching 
in larger schools and many excellent methods acquired at the 
State Normal School this teacher showed great adaptability to her 
work as was apparent in the result. A new interest was awakened 
among her pupils in their studies and notable progress attained. 

The introduction of gymnastic exercises was one of the pleasant 
features of the school. iF 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Both Summer and Winter terms were taught by Miss M. C. 
Ring of Wilton, who gave the utmost satisfaction. Perfect order 
and the utmost thoroughness in the studies pursued were notica- 
ble features of the school and the District sustains a loss in being 
deprived of this teacher’s services. 

Before closing this report mention should be made of the very 
excellent sets of school charts with which a portion of the schools 
were provided at the beginning of the year, and which have been 
great aids to some of the teachers in the work of instruction. It 
is hoped that the schools still unprovided with these charts may be 
supplied therewith the coming year. 

With sincere thanks to the teachers and patrons of the schools 
for their kind cooperation this report is respectfully submitted.
